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TURNER DENIES 
HE CURSED FLAG 


Bishop Says His Speech 
Was Incompletely 
Reported, 


| In refutation of stories from Macon, 
' printed in The Constitution and other 
' papers, in which it was stated that he 
had referred to the Uniteu States flag 
}as a “dirty and contemptible rag,”’ 
| Bishop Henry M. Turner, of the African 
Methodist church, has written the fol- 
lowing card: 

Editor Constitution: Much bas been 
said of late, and even telegraphed over 
the country, that I called the flag of the 
nation a dirty and contemptible rag. I 
beg to say, 1 did no such thing. I have 
traveled from one end of this nation to 
the other, and from one side to the 
other, an@ 1 know all about its territory 
and its vast resources. I have even 
Seen the flag and how it is honored and 
respected in foreign nations anu on the 
Oceans, and for me to make such a 
Statement, per se, as that, would be to 
proclaim myself the fool of fools. But 
im & speech at our equal rights state 
convention in Macon, of forty ory forty- 
five minutes in length, criticising the 
lethargy of my race for not exercising 
the right of petition, and even protest, 
| to the govergpor, legis:ature, congress and 
_the president, I did say that there was 
a star.ig@ the flag that the negro 


liberty and unconditional manhood, more 
han if it was a dirty rag. I was talk- 
ing to colored men, not to white men— 
the men of my race—and I am sorry 
everything I suid was not  puolished. 
It would have been seen that we were 
following in the wake of your revolution- 
ary sires, who had grievances to com- 
plain of. I did say that we are not 
citizens of the United States, since the 
delivery of that monstrous decision by 
the United States supreme court on 
October 15, 1883, and May 18, 1893, 
and that no jurist in the nation would 
Bay so. And I Say so yet. and this 
is the verdict of a thousand white men 
of every frade and rank, expressed in 
my hearing. Even judges of courts of 
last resort have told me so individually. 
I could say some things in this con- 
nection that possibly would not be pru- 
dent to utter. I did sav there was more 
color babble in the United States than 
in hel] itself; that color was unknown 
there; that wen went there on account 
of crimes and vicious lives, but in the 
United States everybody's value or non- 
value depended upon the color. If popu- 
lar sentimentvis to be relied upon, it has 
been discovered in this country that 
God awfully blundered when he made 
the man of color, yet every newspaper, 
every political plajjprm and almost every 
speech, and in thousands of sermons, the 
negro must be the motor force. I very 
much doubt if any one has seen a 
newspaper in the state in five years that 
did not have something to say, good or 
bad, about the negro, yet a national 
Statistician told me two weeks ago that 
there were 80,000,000 of white people in 
this country and 10,000,000 of blacks. 

Anfi those who assume to know tho 
most about the negro never visit his 
churches to hear him preach, nor his 
lyceums to hear him debate and discuss 
questions, nor his homes to inspect his 
furniture, to hear his wives and daugh- 
ters play the piano and organ, to exam 
ine his libraries and see his books oa» 
inspect his schools and colleges, to se@ 
what the youths of the race are (&tqy 
toward preparing themselves for fuwre 
usefulness. 

It is very popular to prate about the 
inferiority of the negro, and. compere 
him to a monkey, ourang-outang, or a 
common anima!, yet hundreds of laws 
must be passed and judicial decisions de- 
livered to keep him down. Everybody 
elae and everything else sinks by Its 
own weight. I do not blame the great 
Hon. John Temple Graves for saying it 
is a terrible misfortune to be a Negro, 
and I will supplement the remark by 
saying yes, In the United States. Hon, 
James L. Pettigru, the only white man 
ever born in South Caroling who was 
looked upon as the equal, and, in some 
respects, the superior of John C. Cal- 
houn. said, in a great speech in Colum- 
bia. that ‘‘a master-minded white man 
had but little time to bother with ne- 
groes; that he had none.”’ I shall not en- 
large upon this quotation. 

A number of state conventions are be- 
ing called and held, througuout the coun- 
try more than at any time in the last 
twenty-five years, and Georgia proposes 
to hold one every year. But if any 
one is alarged about it, they need have 
no evil apprehensions. Nothing more 
than petitions through communications 
and delegations will be the result. But 
I suppose that there will be a mul- 
tiplicity of them. The government will 
be asked for better conditions, or he'p, 
to help ourselves. As for myself, I have 
been kefore the people of Georgia for 
forty-eight years. I first came from 
South Carolina to Augusta, Ga., in 1858, 
though but a young chap. I preached 
and held revivals in Savannah, Macon, 
Augusta, Athens, Atlanta; attended Trin- 
itv college in Baltimore for some years; 
returned to the state In the summer of 
1865: and have been a member of the 
constitutional conyention; twice elected 
to the legislature; have spoken in every 
city in this state except Dahlonega, and 
1 have hurt nobody yet, and I am too 
old now to hurt anything, but I shal: 
do all I can, ngt to pull down the white 
man, but to lift up the black man. This 
scarcely touches the letter I would like 
to write, Wish I could write three times 
as much or even five times.

Plant for Provisions. 
Gonstitution: Please allow mé® 
a small space in your welcome visitor, 
The Constitution. I am a subscriber, 
and have been for some time, and en- 
foy reading the very many letters from 
different persons all over the country. 

The new year of 1906 has brought thus 
far plenty of cold. wet weather. which is 
bad on stock. and . has retarded al: 
farm work. ‘With the earth cold and 
wet, planting will surely be late, as the 
preparations can not be completed by 
usual time. 

I notice in the papers that writers 
claim that there is big sale of fertilizers 
so far. and a heavy cotton acreage will 
likely be put in. I think our counly will 
plant but very little more cotton, if 
any, than it did in 1905. However, there 
seems to be a decided. disposition among 
best grade of farmers to use higher fer- 
tilizing, more to the acre and more care 
taken in selecting the mixture that will 
best suit their soilis, etc. In reference to 
the tags on fertilizers, it seems that 
they are trying to use a good deal more 
than necessary. Only one is required 
for a bag, and some of my bags I Nno- 
ticed had !, 2, 3 and as high as 7 on 
one bag. 

Well, I am glad to say that our cotton 
association has ‘done us much good, and 
if we expect it to prosper—or 
prosper by the good results of the asso- 
clation—then now in time let’s make up 
our minds, and not go wild over cotton 
for 1906. 

1 have just read in your vaper where 
a brother says that the weather is bad, 
and nothing can be done but make fires 
and feed stock, and he having hay to 
sell, is selling it fast. We need to make 
our provisions by all means. I don't 
see any policy in making all cotton, and 
having to buy. back feed stuff at big 
prices with the little surplus cotton 
money. 

Then. let’s put in for plenty of pro- 
visions for our use, and a little to spare 
to our neighbor who was not so lucky. 
We will always secure good prices for 
our cotton—I2 !-2 cents will be cheap. 

Now, in closing, will say that our 
president, Mr. Jordan, is doing all he 
can for our interest. Then let’s stimu- 
late him in his efforts by our united 
action against an increased cotton 
acreage.
